Marriage equality 
resonates in offices 
that promote diversity

Blue Sky 

Chicago-area innovators at companies, 
boutique firms and co-working spaces said 
Wednesday that diversity was a key element 
to creativity, a day after Illinois lawmakers 
sent a measure legalizing gay marriage to the 
governor’s desk. 

The news resonated at Groupon and at 
Chicago co-working space Blue 1647, where 
some had organized for marriage equality It 
underscored the importance of diversity ef- 
forts for the founder of a software firm who 
had worked as an executive in area technology 
companies, and at Firebelly Design, where its 
founder said she sought not just to maintain 
diversity, but to tap into it. 

Each said diversity— of gender, ethnicity 
background and sexual orientation— was a 
source of competitive advantage. 

“Diversity in the workforce, in the orga- 
nization, ultimately leads to diversity in per- 
spective, in ways of thinking, in ideas, and 
that leads to robustness. That’s really the big 
motivator for us,” said Jeff Holden, senior 
vice president of product management at 
Groupon. 

“One of the things about the invention 
process is that it’s not linear. There’s different 
starting points. Would we be able to do what 
we do without diversity? Not as well, that’s for 
sure.” 

Wednesday’s mood? 

“Elation,” Holden said. “People are super- 
excited about it, of course. Marriage equality 
is sort of the civil rights of our time. It’s one of 
these fundamental things to marry the person 
you love. A basic driver of meaning and fulfill- 
ment. It’s a very celebratory time over here.” 

There is a hard business reality to embrac- 
ing diversity, said Theresa O’Neil, an execu- 
tive at software companies for 25 years and 
the founder and president of Artha Commu- 
nications. 

“You want the most talented people, so you 
want the largest pool you can, so that requires 
diversity,” O’Neil said. ‘As an executive at 
IBM, we wanted to understand the different 
perspectives of the people that we’re selling 
to, so we very much wanted a workplace that 
had diversity” 

Diversity is a focus also for Blue 1647 found- 
er Emile Cambry who says he goes out of his 
way to be sure a cross-section of Chicago is 
sitting— and collaborating— in the Pilsen co- 
working space. 

“When you have different kinds of people, 
you have different kinds of ideas, ways of solv- 
ing them. If everybody comes from the same 
place, it makes it difficult to see what’s out- 
side of the box,” Cambry said.

The justices have struggled for decades 
to come up with a coherent set of rules for 
prayers at public meetings. Past decisions 
have allowed public bodies, including Con- 
gress, state legislatures and city councils, to 
open their meetings with prayers, but the 
justices also have ruled that public officials 
may not take actions that appear to “en- 
dorse” a specific set of religious beliefs. 

In 'Wednesday’s oral arguments, the jus- 
tices considered a dispute over the primar- 
ily Christian prayers recited before Town 
Board meetings in the small city of Greece, 
near Rochester in central New Tbrk. Two 
residents, Susan Galloway who is Jewish, 
and Linda Stephens, an atheist, said that be- 
ing required to sit through Christian prayers 
in order to attend the board meetings vio- 
lated their First Amendment rights to reli- 
gious freedom. Their lawyer asked the court 
to require the town to use prayers that did 
not specifically endorse Christian beliefs.

Kat Dennings* new phase

Kat Dennings is having a moment— it’s just not 
the moment she might have predicted. 

On Monday night— just as her TV show 
“2 Broke Girls” was airing on CBS — the actress 
walked the red carpet to promote her new 
movie “Thor: The Dark World.” A few hours 
later, it was announced that she and her sitcom 
co-star Beth Behrs will host the upcoming Peo- 
ple’s Choice Awards. 

That Dennings, 27, has become a go-to girl in 
all kinds of broad entertainment is more than 
a little unexpected. Just five years ago she was 
viewed as an indie world reliable, one on a short 
list of Manic Pixie Dream Girls, as the meme 
goes. After starring in, and receiving good re- 
views for, the low-budget romance “Nick and 
Norah’s Infinite Playlist” in 2008, Dennings 
seemed on the road to more festival quirkfests. 

But her career took a different turn. After a 
couple of forgettable parts, in the spring of 2011 
Dennings landed on movie screens as Natalie 
Portman’s scientist sidekick in the superhero 
blockbuster “Thor.” A few months later she 
popped up on TV as the sassy Max on “2 Broke 
Girls,” a populist hit on the most populist of 


networks, and a far cry from the Sundance 
shoegazers of her early 20s. She’s been a main- 
stay of prime-time television ever since. 

And starting Friday she’ll reprise her role as 
Darcy in the new “Thor.” 

How has Dennings responded to this sur- 
prise turn in the road? By making some choices 
she never thought she’d have to, for one thing. 

“I can’t do anything,” she said referring to 
her restrictive sitcom schedule, which has her 
shooting for the better part of nine months. 
“It’s always funny when {filmmakers} are like, 
‘Let’s do something fun. We could figure some- 
thing out!’ But it’s like, ‘For when? With what 
time?”’ 

That A-list schedule wiU continue. If “The 
Dark World” is a hit at the box office— and it 
almost certainly will be— the actress likely will 
be locked into a third movie in the near future. 

But she’s stiU trying to carve out some space 
outside of commercial Hollywood. 

“I did an indie film over my last summer 
break which was really fun, and it kind of felt 
like coming home,” she said, an apparent ref- 
erence to the supernaturally themed indie 
“Suburban Gothic,” in which she plays a tough- 
minded small-town bartender.

^Hunger Games’ director 
takes reins in franchise

The color wasn’t finished. The visual effects 
were not complete. The score, temporary 
Yet those details seemed to be of little con- 
sequence to director Francis Lawrence, who 
chose a fine summer day to open up his edit 
bay and show off his work in progress, “The 
Hunger Games: Catching Fire.” 

While other filmmakers might be stressed 
over the work to be done on such an eagerly 
awaited film— let alone the inherent pres- 
sure of taking over a beloved franchise— the 
42-year-old Austrian director gleefully cued up 
scene after scene of heroine Katniss Everdeen 
facing the repercussions of having manipu- 
lated a government-sanctioned death match in 
the first film. 

“I really latched on to the themes of the 
books overall, and I was excited to grow and 
create this world and cast new people,” Law- 
rence said. 

His sanguine disposition is a far cry from 
April 2012, when he was waiting to hear if he 
had landed the coveted job of replacing “Hun- 


ger Games” director Gary Ross as the helmer 
of the series. Ross had abruptly dropped out of 
the sequel, citing unrealistic time constraints 
from Lionsgate, even as the first film was reap- 
ing box-office coin (it went on to gross more 
than $400 million domestically). 

Lawrence, best known for his work on Will 
Smith’s “I Am Legend” and the recent “Water 
for Elephants,” was keyed up for the job. The 
second film in the series was a chance to ex- 
pand upon a world that already meant so many 
things to so many and Lawrence specifically 
connected to author Suzanne Collins’ overall 
themes about the consequences of war. (Law- 
rence also is on board to direct the next two 
films, “The Hunger Games: Mockingjay” Parts 
I and 2.) 

In “The Hunger Games: Catching Fire,” 
Katniss (Jennifer Lawrence, no relation to the 
director) must contend with her time in the 
arena, where she was forced to kiU other teens 
or be killed herself Her rebellious actions have 
now sparked talk of revolution, prompting 
President Snow (Donald Sutherland) to bring 


Katniss and past victors back into the Hunger 
Games arena to fight again. 

When Lawrence was hired to direct, Li- 
onsgate Studio had a hard start date just 20 
weeks out. But he felt the original script, com- 
missioned for writer Simon Beaufoy (“Slum- 
dog Millionaire”), was too far afield from the 
original “Catching Fire” text. So he and Col- 
lins spent a weekend poring over the book, 
creating an outline of all the moments the duo 
wanted to hit in the film. The pair brought in 


Oscar-winning screenwriter Michael Arndt to 
rework the script and invent new scenes. 

Coupled with a $140 -million budget (far 
more than the first film’s $80 million), the re- 
sult is a movie with broader scope and scale 
that expands on Collins’ themes and the physi- 
cal world of Panem. Lawrence is hopeful audi- 
ences will respond. 

“I really liked the book, and I really wanted 
to make the book. I didn’t want to reinvent,” 
he said.

If you’ve ever found yourself near the corner 
of Ashland and Foster avenues at 11:30 p.m. 
on Fridays and Saturdays, you’ve probably 
seen folks lining up for The Neo-Futurists’ 
signature show, “Too Much Light Makes the 
Baby Go Blind,” which has been continu- 
ously running— and selling out— since 1988. 
As such, “Too Much Light, ’’which features 
30 short plays performed in 60 minutes, is 
Chicago’s longest-running show To keep 
it fresh, a few plays are replaced with new 
works each week. 

“TML’ debuted at the former Stage Left 
Theatre and moved to the Live Bait Theatre 
(now The Public House Theatre) in 1990 
before founding their permanent home. The 
Neo-Futurarium, in 1992. There are cur- 
rently 13 ensemble members, but 68 actors 
have stepped into and out of the company 
over the years, including one very short-lived 
Neo-Futurist. 

“It’s kind of a running joke, but Stephen 
Colbert was an active ensemble member for 
one rehearsal,” artistic director Bilal Dardai 
said. “He was cast and then literally in the 
middle of rehearsal, he was called by Second 
City who said, ‘We’re giving you the show you 
wanted.’ I think it worked out fine for him.” 

Things have worked out well for the

Neo-Futurists, too. They’ve produced full- 
length, prime-time works, toured “TML’ 
internationally and expanded into New York 
City (in 2004) and San Francisco (opening 
in 2014). 

To celebrate the company’s 25th anniver- 
sary The Neos are hosting two events. First 
up is The Neoccasion on Thursday which 
features “TML’ short plays— some written ex- 
clusively for the event— plus scenes from the 
company’s current prime-time play “The Sov- 
ereign Statement,” with food from Frontera 
Grill, microbrews, live and silent auctions and 
the opportunity to see the newly renovated 
Neo-Futurarium, which features, among 
other things, a revamped lobby The ticket 
price — $85.92 — comes out to a penny for each 
of the 8,592 short and full-length plays the 
Neo-Futurists have produced in 25 years.
